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1960-61  COCOA  BEAN  CROP 
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SLIGHTLY  BELOW  1959-60  RECORD 


The  first  (October)  estimate  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  for  the 
1960-61  world  cocoa  crop  is  2,178  million  pounds.    This  would  be  the  second 
largest  crop  of  record,  and  only  1.5  percent  "below  1959-60. 

The  large  producing  countries  of  Ghana  and  Nigeria  have  experienced  favor- 
able weather  for  the  196O-61  crop;  however,  heavy  rains  have  reduced  pros- 
pects in  Brazil.    Continuation  of  spray  programs  will  influence  considerably 
the  size  of  the  I96O-61  crop,  especially  in  Ghana  and  Nigeria. 

World  consumption  is  expected  to  continue  to  rise  in  1961.    It  is  likely, 
however,  that  production  will  still  be  somewhat  above  consumption,  result- 
ing in  a  sma1 1  build-up  of  stocks. 


North  America:  The  I96O-61  North  American  crop  is  estimated  at  187  million 
pounds  compared  with  191  million  in  1959-60.  The  biggest  decline  is  in  the 
Dominican  Republic,  the  largest  producer. 

The  I96O-61  cocoa  crop  in  Costa  Rica  will  probably  be  below  1959-60,  as 
heavy  rains  during  July  and  August  damaged  the  crop  in  the  Limon  and 
Sixaola  areas. 

Cuba ' s  I96O-61  crop  is  estimated  at  6.0  million  pounds.    The  1959-60  crop 
amounted  to  6.3  million  pounds,  as  weather  was  very  favorable  and  new  plant- 
ings came  into  bearing.    Future  production  will  be  influenced  considerably 
by  the  extent  of  government  assistance.

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The  I96O-61  crop  in  the  Dominican  Republic  is  not  expected  to  "be  qui«e 
as  large  as  the  85  million  pound  crop  of  1959-60.    The  Dominican  Republic 
is  "by  far  the  largest  producer  of  cocoa  in  North  America. 

Mexico  will  probably  have  a  very  slight  production  increase  for  the  196O- 
61  season.    Future  outlook  for  cocoa  in  Mexico  was  brightened  by  the  more- 
than-double  producer  price  for  the  coming  crop.    Some  progress  is  reported 
in  the  cocoa  promotion  program,  but  significant  results  are  not  expected 
for  another  3  years. 

Nicaragua* s  production  of  cocoa  continues  to  be  of  minor  importance,  and 
will  amount  to  about  600,000  pounds  this  year.    Panama's  I96O-61  production 
is  estimated  at  h.O  million  pounds,  with  all  of  the  commerical  production 
centered  in  Bocas  del  Toro  Province.    There  is  a  renewed  interest  in 
cocoa  production  in  Guatemala,  and  the  Instituto  Agropecuario  Nacional  is 
producing  large  numbers  of  seedlings  for  sale  to  farmers.    It  is  believed 
that  Guatemala  production  will  increase  slowly. 

South  America:    South  American  I96O-61  cocoa  bean  production  is  estimated 
at  526  million  pounds,  or  slightly  below  1959-60.    Practically  all  of  the 
decline  will  be  accounted  for  by  Brazil,  as  increases  are  expected  in  most 
other  countries. 

Strong  winds  and  heavy  rains  during  the  middle  part  of  i960  reduced  the 
size  of  the  Brazilian  main  crop  (October- April),  but  are  expected  to  have 
little  effect  on  the  1961  Tempo rao  crop.    While  the  i960 
was  below  early  estimates  in  size,  the  quality  of  the  1960-61  main  crop 
may  be  off,  as  picking  and  fermentation  has  been  done  early  in  order  to 
avoid  brown  pod  rot. 

Colombia's  196O-61  production  is  estimated  at  33  million  pounds,  5  per- 
cent above  1959-60.    The  Colombian  Government,  through  its  recently 
inaugurated  Cacao  Development  Campaign  is  trying  to  increase  production. 
This  new  program  provides  for  a  coordinated  program  of  research,  multi- 
plication of  superior  clones,  and  technical  assistance.    During  the 
January  -  August  period  of  i960  the  National  Cacao  Campaign  distributed 
1+00,000  cocoa  seedlings  which  were  produced  in  the  Department  of  Huila  - 
presently  the  largest  cocoa  seedling  supplier  in  the  country.  The 
Campaign  is  also  interested  in  increasing  the  dissemination  of  improved 
clones  reproduced  from  cuttings  in  the  cocoa  centers  of  Andalucia  and 
Palmira  in  the  Department  of  Valle,  and  in  Puerto  Tejada  and  Miranda  in 
the  Department  of  Cauca. 

Indications  are  that  despite  the  rising  domestic  consumption,  Colombia 
will  need  to  import  about  15  million  pounds  of  cocoa  annually  for  the 
next  few  years.    The  production  is  mainly  by  producers  on  very  smal  1 
farms.    Up  to  now  the  larger  landowners  have  not  established  large 
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plantations  which  would  require  careful  attention  and  large  capital 
investments.    The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  carried  out  investigations 
in  several  regions  of  the  country  and  the  Central  Government  is  seriously 
considering  those  potential  areas  in  order  to  increase  cocoa  production. 
Some  of  those  areas  are  Zulia  and  Pamplonita,  the  Carare  and  Valle  det 
Cauca  regions,  and  areas  along  the  Rio  Mira,  Rio  Patica,  Ungria  (Choco) 
and  Tubo.    The  Caja  Agraria  is  engaged  in  a  campaign  for  providing 
easier  credit  to  cocoa  growers. 

Ecuador ' s  production  is  expected  to  show  an  increase  in  I96O-61,  as 
a-pproxi mately  2  million  trees  came  into  production  in  i960.  "Witches 
Broom"  disease  has  "been  on  the  decline  during  recent  years,  but  "Monilia 
Pod-Rot"  continues  to  cause  a  considerable  loss.    Effective  pruning  and 
planting  of  resistant  varieties  produced  at  the  cocoa  experiment  station 
at  Pichilingue  are  the  primary  factors  causing  a  decline  in  "Witches 
Broom." 

The  planted  acreage  and  production  of  cocoa  are  increasing  in  Peru. 
Production  has  doubled  in  the  last  decade,  and  the  main  commercial 
growing  areas  are  in  the  Departments  of  Cajamarca,  Amazonas  and  Cuzco. 
These  areas  produce  nearly  90  percent  of  Peru's  cocoa,  but  production 
in  many  other  areas  such  as  Tingo  Maria,  Satipo,  Kosnipata  and  Maldonado 
has  increased  substantially  during  the  last  two  years. 

It  is  reported  that  Peru  has  many  other  areas  that  are  geographically 
and  climatically  well- suited  to  cocoa  production;  however,  due  to  high 
transportation  costs,  the  shortage  of  credit  and  other  reasons  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  develop  them.    The  majority  of  the  old  plantings 
in  Cuzco  Department  are  not  in  good  condition,  and  TtWitches  Broom" 
disease  is  currently  found  in  all  plantations  of  that  area,  and  there 
are  also  losses  due  to  the  "Yellow  Fly."    Nevertheless,  the  increasing 
rate  of  production  on  young  trees,  the  distribution  of  better  seedlings 
and  the  use  of  better  cultural  methods,  production  in  the  Convencion 
Valley  and  the  Jaen-Bagua  area  has  increased  sharply  during  the  last 
10  years.    A  program  to  increase  the  production  of  cocoa  in  Peru  is 
being  continued,  and  the  experimental  station  at  Tingo  Maria  continues 
to  distribute  seedlings  among  northern  and  central  producers. 

There  has  been  very  little  change  in  Venezuelan  production  during  the 
past  few  years.    The  Ministry  of  Agriculture's  cocoa  program  is 
underway  and  its  nurseries  are  producing  about  1*50,000  plants  per  year, 
with  capacity  for  an  additional  50,000  being  planned.    With  rising 
production  costs  and  labor  shortages  causing  producers  to  abandon 
present  plantings  it  is  doubtful  that  the  cocoa  program  will  do  much 
more  than  maintain  production. 


Africa:    Total  I96O-61  cocoa  bean  production  in  Africa  is  estimated  at 
1,413  million  pounds,  slightly  "below  the  alltime  high  of  1959-60.  Weather 
reportedly  has  been  favorable  in  the  major  producing  areas,  therefore,  the 
effect  of  spray  programs  will  probably  be  a  determining  factor  in  the  size 
of  the  crop. 

Cameroun  production  is  estimated  slightly  higher  than  in  1959-60,  due  to 
good  weather  and  new  plantations  coming  into  production.    Despite  good 
soils  and  climatic  conditions  the  yield  per  hectare  and  per  tree  in 
the  Cameroun  remain  among  the  lowest  of  the  cocoa  producing  countries. 

Cocoa  production  in  the  Republic  of  the  Congo  (formerly  Belgian  Congo) 
is  limited  to  only  a  few  areas,  and  acreage  and  production  has  remained 
about  the  same  in  recent  years.    Favorable  weather  this  year  gives  promise 
of  a  slight  increase  in  production,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  there  will 
be  much  future  expansion  of  this  crop. 

Gabon  reportedly  has  only  a  small  area  suitable  for  cocoa,  and  there  is 
only  a  very  gradual  increase  in  production.    A  drought  2  years  ago  killed 
many  mature  trees  and  weakened  those  which  survived,  therefore,  the  hope 
that  by  1965  production  will  reach  5>500  metric  tons  will  probably  not 
be  met. 

The  continuation  of  the  capsid  spray  program  and  good  weather  are  factors 
in  the  outlook  for  another  large  crop  in  Ghana.    There  reportedly  are 
sufficient  small  pods  on  the  trees  to  carry  harvest  of  the  main  crop 
through  February  1961.    The  main  crop  purchasing  program  opened  September 
23  with  the  producer  price  (lU  U.S.  cents  per  pound)  unchanged  from  last 
year. 

The  I96O-61  cocoa  crop  in  the  Ivory  Coast  is  estimated  at  133  million 
pounds  compared  with  128  million  in  1959-60.    The  season  was  opened  by 
decree  on  September  27,  and  the  producer  price  is  to  remain  at  95  CFA 
francs  per  kilo  (17*6  U.S.  cents  per  pound)  naked  on  the  sales  at  Abidjan. 

Togo 's  I96O-61  production  is  estimated  at  17  million  pounds,  while 
Fernando  Po  and  Rio  Muni  production  is  expected  to  amount  to  50  million 
pounds,  and  a  20 -million-pound  crop  is  forecast  for  Sao  Thome  and  Principe. 
Liberia '  s  production  is  increasing  gradually  due  to  new  plantings  coming 
into  bearing,  as  spraying  is  not  a  common  practice.    During  calendar  year 
1959  approximately  l,M+0,000  cocoa  seedlings  were  distributed  to  farmers 
from  Department  of  Agriculture  nurseries,  and  an  estimated  2,000,000  will 
be  distributed  in  i960.    However,  a  survival  of  only  25  to  30  percent  can 
be  expected. 

Nigeria j s  I96O-61  cocoa  bean  crop  estimated  at  325  million  pounds  is 
almost  equal  to  the  large  1959-60  crop.  Weather  has  reportedly  been 
favorable,  however,  the  harvest  will  depend  to  a  large  extent  on  the 
continuation  of  spray  programs.  The  producer  price  for  cocoa  beans 
for  the  I96O-61  crop  has  been  set  at  the  same  figure  as  the  previous 
year  (equivalent  to  20  U.S.  cents  per  pound  Grade  Ho.  l). 
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Asia  and  Oceania:    The  1960-61  cocoa  "bean  production  in  Asia  and  Oceania 
is  estimated  at~¥9«5  million  pounds,  up  13. 5  percent  from  the  ^3*6  million 
pound  production  of  1959-60. 

Most  of  the  producing  countries  of  Asia  and  Oceania  are  increasing  their 
production  and  New  Guinea  and  Papua  should  this  year  surpass  the  increased 
production  of  Western  Samoa.    Production  is  rising  rapidly  in  the  Philippines 
as  many  young  trees  are  just  "beginning  to  "bear.    Total  area  devoted  to 
cocoa  in  the  Philippines  is  now  about  1+2,000  acres,  and  it  is  generally 
expected  that  production  will  continue  upward. 

TRADE 

World  trade  in  cocoa  beans  and  cocoa  products  has  been  increased  in  i960 
over  the  1959  level.    Consumption  in  i960  is  higher  than  in  any  year  of 
the  past  decade  with  the  exception  of  1957  •    Cue  to  the  record  production 
of  1959-60 ,  however,  approximately  200  million  pounds  were  added  to  stocks 
during  the  past  year.    World  stocks  are  not  burdensome,  and  the  gap  between 
production  and  consumption  is  expected  to  be  narrowed  in  1961. 

Cocoa  bean  grind  in  the  United  States  for  the  first  9  months  of  i960  was 
k.Q  percent  above  the  first  3  quarters  of  1959*    Imports  of  cocoa  products 
into  the  United  States  for  this  period  (on  a  bean  equivalent  basis)  have 
been  at  about  the  same  high  level  as  in  1959*    Cocoa  powder  and  cake 
imports  have  been  lower  this  year,  but  cocoa  butter  has  risen.  Third 
quarter  i960  grindings  showed  a  marked  increase  over  1959  reflecting 
increases  in  the  size  of  chocolate  bars  during  the  middle  part  of  the  year. 
A  major  sales  promotion  campaign  for  all  types  of  confectionery  is  planned 
by  the  Candy,  Chocolate  and  Confectionery  Institute  starting  November  1, 
i960.    This  campaign  reportedly  will  cost  three-quarters  of  a  million 
dollars  and  will  last  for  three  years. 

Grindings  of  cocoa  beans  in  the  major  consuming  countries  of  Europe  will 
probably  be  sliggitly  higher  in  i960  than  a  year  earlier.    The  biggest 
increases  will  probably  be  in  the  Netherlands  and  Western  Germany,  while 
a  slight  reduction  is  expected  in  the  United  Kingdom.    The  Soviet  Union 
has  stepped  up  cocoa  purchases  this  year,  and  now  ranks  sixth  in  the 
world  in  consumption. 

Spot  prices  for  cocoa  beans  have  shown  only  small  changes  since  February 
i960.    There  had  been  declines  from  the  start  of  marketing  of  the  bumper 
1959-60  crop  up  to  this  point.    New  York  spot  prices  at  mid-October  i960 
were  about  30  cents  per  pound  for  Accra  cocoa  and  27i  cents  per  pound 
for  Bahia  cocoa.

Cuban  exports  of  cocoa  "beans  during  calendar  1959  amounted  to  2,303,1+00 
pounds  valued  at  $678, 1+99 •    Of  this  total  91  percent  were  exported  to 
the  United  States  and  the  remaining  9  percent  to  Czechoslovakia.  Prices 
received  by  growers  during  the  1959-60  season  averaged  about  22  cents 
per  pound. 

The  Dominican  Republic 1 s  cocoa  exports  during  the  1959-60  year  were 
approximately  60  percent  in  the  form  of  beans.    The  big  export  months 
were  May  and  June,  accounting  for  about  half  of  the  year's  total. 
Mexico  continues  to  ship  most  of  its  cocoa  bean  exports  to  the  United 
States,  with  very  small  quantities  going  to  the  Philippines  and  Western 
Germany. 

Commercial  production  of  cacao  in  Nicaragua  continues  to  be  of  minor 
importance,  however  again  in  1959  &H  exports  of  cocoa  beans  (UoU,000 
pounds)  went  to  El  Salvador.    The  small  amount  of  cocoa  beans  exported 
by  Guatemala  all  leave  the  Port  of  Champerico  for  shipment  to  San 
Francisco. 

Brazil' s  October-May  shipments  of  cocoa  beans  and  products  (on  a  bean 
equivalent  basis)  for  the  1959-60  year  were  less  than  the  same  period 
of  the  two  preceding  years.    Bean  exports  were  less  than  in  the  previous 
two  years,  however  butter  exports  for  this  period  of  1959-60  vere  at 
the  same  level  as  in  1958-59* 

Colombia ' s  cocoa  consumption  during  1959-60  is  estimated  at  21,500  metric 
tons.    There  has  been  a  growing  demand  for  cocoa  in  the  last  few  years, 
and  the  per  capita  consumption  is  one  of  the  highest  in  the  world. 

Ecuador  exported  26,028  metric  tons  of  cocoa  beans  during  the  1959-60 
year,  slightly  over  half  of  which  was  to  the  United  States.  Stocks 
on  hand  in  Ecuador  normally  do  not  exceed  a  one  month's  supply,  as  the 
storage  facilities  for  this  commodity  are  very  limited.    However,  there 
has  been  a  recent  trend  to  increase  stocks  in  the  hope  that  prices  will 
rise  in  the  future. 

Peru's  1959  exports  of  cocoa  consisted  entirely  of  26  metric  tons 
(57>200  pounds)  of  unshelled  crude  cocoa  to  the  United  States.  Imports 
during  the  January  -  May  i960  period  amounted  to  233  metric  tons 
(512,500  pounds)  of  cocoa  products  in  the  terms  of  bean  equivalent.  The 
composition  of  this  total  was  93  percent  cocoa  powder,  6  percent 
chocolate  and  1  percent  cocoa  butter  and  other  preparations. 

The  largest  importer  of  cocoa  beans  from  the  Cameroun  was  France  in  1958, 
but  in  1959  imports  into  the  Netherlands  were  slightly  higher.  Exports 
during  1959  were  below  1958,  however,  it  is  reported  that  the  new 
grading  system  improved  the  quality  of  the  product  exported  and  prevented 
low-grade  products  getting  into  the  export  market. 


Recent  public  statements  indicate  that  the  purchasing  of  cocoa  "beans 
in  Ghana  will  be  delegated  solely  to  the  Ghana  Farmers  *  Marketing 
Cooperative,  a  subsidiary  of  the  United  Ghana  Farmers'  Council.  It 
is  expected  that  this  change  will  "become  effective  at  the  beginning 
of  the  1961  mid-crop  season. 

Nigeria  exported  1^2,80^  long  tons  (319*9  million  pounds)  of  cocoa 
beans  during  calendar  year  1959*    The  total  value  of  these  exports 
amounted  to  U.S.  $107,210,183.    The  United  Kingdom  was  the  biggest 
importer,  with  the  Netherlands  second,  and  the  United  States  third. 
Raw  cocoa  beans  in  1959  was  Nigeria's  most  valuable  export  on  a 
single  commodity  basis.
